Like a halo near 
her the flags of all nations em brac­ 
ing Rotary unfurled and made of it 
all a se ttin g of rarest beauty. 
Philosophy of Rotary 
Carl Zapffe gave a scholarly and 
finished address on Rotary, delving 
deep into its significance as a science. 
a philosophy of life gradually sup 
plan tin g the selfish aspect of m a ter­ 
ial things. 
He 
traced 
philosophy 
from the sixteenth centu ry in Kng 
land, and how th ings of 
t h a t 
age 
seemed to be most firmly implanted 
until disturbed by the young and 
vigorous Francis Bacon. 
The Intel 
lectual revolution in philosophy as 
staged in the 17th centu ry In E n g ­ 
land had as its m ainspring the idea 
of giving man empire over the earth 
and its forces, 
He outlined the customs of that 
age, how the philosophy of Bacon 
and his followers advanced almost 
entirely independent 
of 
university 
support; 
how dinner groups were 
formed and in keen discussions with 
kindred spirits made large advance 
ment in the learning, arts and scien­ 
ces of the day. 
The institution of the Royal So­ 
ciety of London was sketched and 
one of its pleasing acts was the u n ­ 
animous vote accorded the proposal 
that Benjamin F ra n k lin be a mem 
ber. which he accepted and was en ­ 
rolled In 1756. 
Today the philosophy 
of 
Bacon 
encounters such selfishness in world 
affairs, when poison gas not alone on 
military fields but in industrial e n ­ 
deavor threatens, th a t the law of the 
jungle must be replaced with some­ 
thing more human, more uplifting 
bounded by a wider ideal. 
The universities do not seem to 
be g enerating th a t virile spirit of an 
uplifting nature, and likke in the 
days of Bacon, th e world will look 
to the men of affairs, the business 
and professional men for th e formu 
lation and putting into practice of 
th a t spirit which exercises control 
of m a n ’s power. 
And in this Rotary is offering a 
philosophy of life which even in its 
first leavening is affecting not alone 
America, but is becoming in te rn a­ 
tional in scope.

as each country in t u r n was men 
tinned accepting the idea of servie 
as embodied in the tenents of Rotary 
At the conclusion of 
the 
historial 
sketch, th e light flashed on the ros 
t r a m and Mrs. Louis 
R. 
T anner 
rep resenting the “ Spirit of R o tary ’ 
was revealed and delivered a won 
derfully effective rendition of the 
creed of Rotary. 
Like a halo near 
her the flags of all nations embrac 
ing Rotary unfurled and made of it 
all a setting of rarest beauty. 
Philosophy of Rotary 
Carl Zapffe gave a scholarly and 
finished address on Rotary, delving 
deep into its significance as a science 
a philosophy of life gradually sup 
planting the selfish aspect of mater 
ial things. 
He 
traced 
philosophy 
from the sixteenth century in E n g ­ 
land, and how things of 
th a t 
age 
seemed to be most firmly implanted 
until disturbed by the young and 
vigorous Francis Bacon. 
The intel 
lectual revolution in philosophy as 
staged in the 17th century in E n g ­ 
land had as its mainspring the idea 
of giving man empire over the earth 
and its forces. 
Ile outlined the customs of that 
age, how the philosophy of Bacon 
and his followers advanced almost 
entirely independent 
of 
university 
support; 
how dinner groups 
were 
formed and in keen discussions with 
kindred spirits made large advance 
ment in the learning, arts and scien­ 
ces of the day. 
The institution of the Royal So 
ciety of London was sketched and 
one of its pleasing acts was the u n ­ 
animous vote accorded the proposal 
that Benjamin F ra nklin be a mem­ 
ber, which he accepted and was en­ 
rolled in 1756. 
Today the philosophy 
of 
Bacon 
encounters such selfishness in world 
affairs, when poison gas not alone on 
military fields but in industrial en 
deavor threatens, th a t the law of the 
jungle must be replaced with some 
thing more human, more uplifting, 
bounded by a wider ideal. 
The universities do not seem to 
be generating tha t virile spirit of an 
uplifting nature, and likke in the 
days of Bacon, the world will look 
to th e men of affairs, the business 
and professional men for the formu­ 
lation and putting into practice of 
th a t spirit which exercises control 
of man s power. 
And in this Rotary is offering a 
philosophy of life which even in its 
first leavening is affecting not alone 
America, but is becoming in te rn a ­ 
tional in scope.
